hotel 
since it became 
U. S. governm ent 
"surplus property" 
is an alm ost unbelievable tale 
of trial and error. For more than four years this val­ 
uable com m unity asset has stood idle. Except for the 
two buildings that have housed the Community hos­ 
pital. the famed resort hostelry has served no useful 
purpose and both Palm Springs and the federal gov­ 
ernm ent have suffered a loss as a result. 
Most readers of The Desert Sun know the long- 
drawn-out story beginning with the heated election 
when the proposition to authorize the city to buy it 
for a city hall and civic center lost by a few votes. 
It is more apparent than ever now that the property 
should have been returned to the former owner who 
would have paid a fair price for it and had it oper­ 
ating as a hotel tw o years ago. But the governm ent 
wouldn't recognize Warren Pinney as a "legal' for­ 
mer owner. He w ent to court and won his case and 


the governm ent should have been satisfied. But the 
case was appealed— and won— and Pinney threw up 
his hands in disgust. Although the property has twice 
been put up for bids, there's been a lot of hocus-pocus 
goings on and old El Mirador still stands there won­ 
dering w hat its' all about. 
It's tim e that the citizens of Palm Springs take a 
hand in this thing and see if some im mediate action 
favorable to the city cannot be obtained without fur­ 
ther delay. No telling how— and to whom— the federal 
governm ent may dispose of it now. The Desert Sun 
suggests that Mayor Farrell appoint a com m ittee of 
representative citizens im m ediately to explore all 
possibilities. Included, of course, would have to be 
representatives of the Desert Hospital District and 
Comm unity hospital board as the hospital is the 
m ost directly involved. 
It seem s quite likely that the federal governm ent 


m ight make a very favorable deal if approached right 
now. There are m any possibilities that could be e x ­ 
plored. The present situation might well open an en ­ 
tirely new avenue of approach. It is possible that the 
property m ight be obtained on a self-liquidating basis. 
The situation is certainly one well worth looking 
into. There is no telling how advantageous an ar­ 
rangem ent m ight be worked out with one or more 
parties going into the deal. This is a time when some 
real com m unity leadership and prompt action is 
needed. There is no doubt that time is running out— 
som ething would have to be done im m ediately—even 
if it is in the middle of the summer. 
The Desert Hospital District board is going to 
m eet next Monday. That is an opportune time to go 
into the matter. These men, along with other com­ 
m unity leaders, m ight come up with a very interest­ 
ing plan for acquisition and use of the property. If 


som eone's going to get a bargain, it m ight a s well be 
local interests. 
Palm Springs often suffers much because things 
like this com e up in the summer when so m any peo­ 
ple are aw ay. This is a good case at point. Were this 
in the active season it is quite likely that som e action 
would already have been taken. 
No doubt the governm ent is looking around right 
now for an interested party— m ight be in actual ne­ 
gotiation. So tim e is of the greatest im portance. A 
com m ittee could learn in a few m inutes by a long 
distance call just how the property stands with the 
governm ental agency. If there's still a chance, they 
could go to work im m ediately to see what sort of an 
arrangem ent m ight be worked out. If nothing cam e 
of it, nothing would be lost but the time of the com ­ 
munity-minded 
representatives on 
the com m ittee. 
They're used to that!

Man-Made 
Rain Puts 
Out Blaze 


There were two kinds of rain 
in the desert area Wednesday. 
One was sent by Mother N a­ 
ture and soaked Palm Springs 
and surrounding territory W ed­ 
nesday night. 
The 
o t h e r was 
m an-m ade 
Wednesday afternoon and soak­ 
ed I he area north 
of Morongo 
Valley where a stubborn brush 
fire had baffled 250 men for a 
week. It put the fire out. 
The m an-m ade rain started by 
Boh Symons, California Electric 
Power company pilot, fell in lor- 
rents on the fire area, so hard, 
in fact, that it washed out 
a 
road preventing heavy fire fight­ 
ing equipment from getting to 
the front. 
But 1he 
equipment 
wasn't 
needed— the same rain 
doused the fire. Symons said he 
found one big cloud 
over the 
fire and seeded it with dry' ice. 
It was at a 19.000-foot elevation 
and the rain started falling in 
ten minutes. 
The blaze which started last 
Friday night hurned over a large 
area and until the deluge, d e­ 
fied the 
efforts of 250 
weary 
fighters. 
The natural storm which hit 
Palm Springs Wednesday night 
and again yesterday noon, left 
.09 of an inch at 8 a.m.. first rain 
of the new season which started 
July 1.

SOME MISUNDERSTANDING seem s to exist about the 
appropriation the city has been m aking th e past two 
years for advertising and publicity. Because checks are 
m ade payable to Ihe Palm Springs cham ber of com m erce 
some people have been given the impression th a t the city 
is m aking a donation from ta x funds to th a t organization. 
Such is not th e case. L et’s review briefly th e reasons for 
such an appropriation and how it is spent. 
Two years ago last April the voters of th e city a u th o r­ 
ized the city council to spend up to 15 cents per $100 
assessed valuation for prom otional purposes. It was gen­ 
erally agreed at that time th a t the com m unity was badly 
in need of a w ell-rounded advertising and publicity pro­ 
gram . 
T he city council appropriated $24,500 for the 1948-49 
season and w orked out an arran g em en t w hereby the 
cham ber of com m erce developed a prom otional program 
and subm itted it to the council for approval. This w as 
all 
for outside prom otion and did not cover the cost 
of a n y ch am b er activities. Indeed, the ch a m b e r was put 
to additional expense to im plem ent the program and a 
g rea t deal of work was done by the advertising and 
publicity com m ittee on a v o lu n tary basis. It is not correct, 
therefore, to say th a t th e city is m aking a donation to 
the ch am b er of com merce. The fact is th a t th e cham ber 
is p u ttin g in a lot of e x tra tim e and expense to assist 
the city in c a rry in g out a prom otional program . 


NOW LET'S CONSIDER the wisdom of th e expenditure. 
Most states, counties and cities which m a k e a bid for 
tourist business spend tax funds for prom otion. N ow here 
could such an arran g em en t be m ore justified than in P alm 
Springs—a com m unity which is alm ost 
entirely 
de­ 
pendent on to u rist business for its existence. If we w ere 
reduced to sw apping dollars, the entire tow n would soon 
be b an k ru p t. To a ttr a c t visitors to Palm Springs in com ­ 
petition w ith 
o th er w inter resorts we m u st keep the 
com m unity publicized—an d ADVERTISE it.

Does Russia Dare Start New World War? 


(C aliforn ia Featu re Service) 


Overnight, the confusion and partisan 
bickering over America’s foreign rela­ 
tions have giver, way to determination 
that a new world war won't overwhelm 
us for lack of a forthright stand. 
If Russia thought that its armed ag­ 
gression in South Korea would go un­ 
challenged as similar acts of Mussolini, 
Hitler and the Japanese war lords did 
prior to the full flowering of World W ar 
II, the immediate American military re­ 
action certainly disabused the Soviets of 
that thought. 
Russia has done a masterful job— up 
until last week— in waging cold warfare 
against the western world. But whether 
the Soviets are anxious to engage in a 
shooting war is highly debatable. 
Some military experts believe that 
Russia is not as invulnerable to invasion 
as is commonly supposed. When Ger­ 
many first invaded Russia during World 
W ar II. German troops were welcomed 


in many border villages, and there were 
mass surrenders of Russian forces. It 
was only when Hitler, in his fanatical 
contempt for all peoples not members 
of the 
"m aster race," 
instituted 
the 
scorched earth policy, that Russian re­ 
sistance stiffened. 
Furthermore, it 
is estimated today 
that one of every ten Russians is con­ 
fined in a slave labor camp, which would 
indicate that the Russian Communist 
Party 
has 
a 
subversive 
problem 
far 
greater than 
their own fifth 
column 
poses to the Democracies. 
By its immediate and forceful action, 
the United States has, in effect, called 
Russia's bluff. There will be no piecemeal 
Soviet conquest. If Russia wants a full- 
scale war, it’s here for the asking now— 
not six months, a year or five years 
hence when she has grown immeasur­ 
ably stronger by petty territorial thiev­ 
ery. 
Does Russia dare fight? The next few 
weeks will bring the answer.

Nineteen Years More 


Many scientific discoveries and great 
medical advances were revealed to the 
public at the American Medical Associa­ 
tion convention in San Francisco last 
week. But 
unquestionably the biggest 
health news of the half-century is that 
average life expectancy for Americans 
has increased from -19 years to 68 years 
—19 full years of life! 
In his inaugural address, the AMA's 
new president, Dr. Elmer L. Henderson, 
called 
attention 
to 
that 
dramatic 
achievement. He pointed out, too, that 
the risks of childbirth have been greatly 
reduced for American mothers and ba­ 
bies. that dread diseases like typhoid 
fever, diphtheria and small pox. which 
50 years ago took a heavy toll in sick­ 
ness and death, virtually have been eli­ 
minated as National heaith problems. He 
reported also that the death rates of 
former leading causes of death— pneu­ 
monia. influenza and tuberculosis— are 
today less than one-fifth of what they 
were in 1900. 
Citing 
that 
remarkable 
record 
of 
progress and accomplishment. Dr. Hen­ 
derson challenged advodatos of socialized 
medicine to point to any comparable 
achievement. 
“If our would-be overseers in Wash­ 
ington had made similar progress in the 
art of Government," Dr. Henderson de­ 
clared. “we might look upon their pre­ 
tentions in the field of health with less 
fear of the consequences!" 
In the half-century ahejid. the AMA 
president foresaw even more amazing 
medical progress. He predicted victory 
over cancer, polio, arthritis, rheumatic 
fever, premature heart disease and high 
blood pressure, and stated that it was 
reasonable to expect 
that pneumonia, 
influenza, tuberculosis, the common cold 
and other infectious conditions will be 
reduced to an absolute minimum by new 
methods of prevention, control and treat­ 
ment. 
Most Americans will fervently echo 
Dr. Henderson's hope for the future, and 
agree with his conclusion that future 


progress, like the progress of the past, 
depends 
on 
the 
maintenance 
of the 
American spirit 
of freedom, initiative 
and adventure. It was that spirit that 
made possible the priceless gift that is 
ours today of nineteen extra years of 
life.

This is not to say that the butcher 
is quite through yet. washed up and re­ 
tired to a seat beside the candlestick 
maker and the village blacksmith. No. 
Right now' he has simply retired back 
stage in his straw’ hat and apron, there 
at greater leisure to cut steaks, grind 
hamburger and slice ham electrically. 
We've all seen the change coming. 
Years now it has been since many of us 
city folks have 
had the privilege of 
watching this adroit slicer of meat and 
sawer of bones sharpen his wicked blade 
on that long daggerlike steel or whack 
off thick chops with the nonchalance of 
a

Residential property owners who are not in business 
here should not object to the small amount included in 
their tax bill for promotion of the community.
